A 
whirlwind, not a tornado fortunately, was visible for a short time. A tornado is "a violently 
rotating column of air, in contact with the ground, either pendant from a cumuliform cloud 
or underneath a cumuliform cloud, and often (but not always) visible as a funnel cloud." A 
low level disturbance over the Eastern Caribbean continues to influence the local weather, it 
will increase showers and/or thunderstorm activity over parts of the island.

Europe on alert after attacks warning Belgium plunges into political 


unknown as talks fail again 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Japan 
and Sweden yesterday became 
the latest countries to issue 
travel alerts for their citizens 
amid growing fears of a major 
Al-Qaeda attack on landmark 
sites in Europe. 

Tokyo and Stockholm 
joined Washington and Lon¬ 
don in issuing an alert warning 
of a "possible terrorist attack" 
in Europe by Al-Qaeda and af¬ 
filiated groups. 

The US State Department 
said in its alert on Sunday that 
attackers may use "a variety of 
means and weapons and target 
both official and private inter¬ 
ests" in Europe. 

Britain immediately backed 
the US alert and warned its 
own citizens of a "high threat 
of terrorism" in France and 
Germany. 

Sweden's foreign ministry 
called on Swedish travellers to 
the rest of Europe to be on alert 
"in public places, in and 
around public buildings, at 
tourist attractions, on public 
transport and in other places 
with large crowds." 

Japan urged citizens to ex¬ 
ercise caution at government 
and police facilities, public 
transport systems and tourist 
spots. 

US channel Fox News, cit¬ 


ing unnamed intelligence offi¬ 
cials, said militants had a list of 
targets in France and Germany, 
including Paris's Eiffel Tower 
and Notre Dame Cathedral, 
Berlin's Brandenburg Gate, the 
city's central railway station 
and the Alexanderplatz TV 
tower. 

Fox cited a senior Western 
intelligence official as saying 
that the information about the 
target list was provided by "a 
German-Pakistani national in¬ 
terrogated at Bagram Air Base 
in Afghanistan." 

The Eiffel Tower, France's 
most-visited tourist attraction, 
was twice evacuated last 
month because of telephoned 
bomb warnings. 

White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said the travel 
advisory pertained solely to 
Europe, but said US authorities 
remained vigilant regarding 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - Two 
suspected members of the 
armed Basque separatist 
movement ETA arrested in 
Spain last week have said they 
received weapons training in 
Venezuela, a court document 


the American homeland. 

"We clearly know that Al- 
Qaeda and it's affiliates seek to 
do us harm and attack us here. 
We remain vigilant," he said. 

A small number of soldiers 
patrolled as usual at the foot of 
the Eiffel Tower yesterday as 
long lines of visitors waited to 
climb the tower, a magnet for 
many of the 74.2 million visi¬ 
tors to France last year. 

Though there were no visi¬ 
ble signs of heightened secu¬ 
rity, some tourists said they felt 
more vigilant than usual. 

Germany's interior minister 
warned against "alarmism" 
about the threat, saying there 
were "no indications of immi¬ 
nent attacks in Germany." 

Thomas de Maiziere told 
reporters in Berlin there was a 
"high abstract threat" and that 
all leads were being investi¬ 
gated with "high intensity."

Dutch anti- 
Islam MP' hate 
speech trial 
adjourned 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The hate speech 
trial of Dutch anti-Islam MP 
Geert Wilders was adjourned 
for 24 hours shortly after open¬ 
ing in Amsterdam yesterday as 
he called on the judges to re¬ 
cuse themselves on the 
grounds of bias. 

"We will now retire to con¬ 
sider" Wilders' application, 
said judge Frans Bauduin, the 
chairman of a special panel of 
judges hastily convened to 
hear the recusal bid that inter¬ 
rupted Wilders' trial. 

A ruling on the recusal is to 
be made at 2:00 p.m. today, 
said Bauduin. 

Wilders, 47, risks up to a 
year in jail or a 7,600-euro fine 
for calling Islam "fascist" and 
likening the Koran to Hitler's 
Mein Kampf. 

He is charged with five 
counts of giving religious of¬ 
fence to Muslims and inciting 
hatred and discrimination 
against Muslims and people of 
non-Western immigrant origin, 
particularly Moroccans, in 
comments made between Oc¬ 
tober 2006 and March 2008 in 
Dutch newspapers and on In¬ 
ternet forums. 


stop floundering," De Wever 
said, referring to the talks, 
adding that any fresh negotia¬ 
tions with his New Flemish Al¬ 
liance (N-VA) should "return 
to square one." 

The number two of the 
main francophone party, So¬ 
cialist politician Laurette 
Onkelinx, slammed the N-VA's 
decision as "unacceptable." 

"It is a lack of civic spirit 
from the N-VA to interrupt the 
formation of a government in 
this way and plunge the coun¬ 
try back into chaos," she said. 

The three main franco¬ 
phone parties, Socialists, CDH 
and the Greens, issued a joint 
statement to denounce the 
Flemish leader's statement as 
"irresponsible" and a "unilat¬ 
eral" break of the negotiations. 

An earlier round of talks led 
by French-speaking Socialist 
leader Elio di Rupo also 
reached a dead end in early 
September, prompting King 
Albert II to appoint mediators 
in a bid to resurrect negotia¬ 
tions.

Toshiba to Launch No-glasses 3D 
TV This Year in Japan 



Japanese electronics company Toshiba unveils the world's 
first 3D television that does not require viewers to wear 
special glasses, called the "Regza GL1 Series", at a preview 
at Ceatec, Asia's largest electronics trade show in Chiba, 
suburban Tokyo today. 

First test tube baby 'delighted' 
at Nobel for IVF pioneer 


Toshiba is readying two 3D 
televisions that can produce 
images with the illusion of 
depth but don’t require the 
user to wear glasses, it said 
Monday. It will launch the tel¬ 
evisions in Japan in Decem¬ 
ber. By dispensing with 
glasses, the TVs answer a key 
complaint of would-be buyers 
— but they won't come cheap. 

Toshiba will offer a 12-inch 
model and a 20-inch model. 

3D TVs can simulate 
depth because they deliver a 
slightly different image to 
each eye. In current 3D TVs, 
images for each eye are dis¬ 
played rapidly one after the 
other. Filters in the glasses 
flash on and off in sync with 
the TV picture so the right 
eye sees one image and the 
left eye sees the next. 

Toshiba's new TVs have a 
thin sheet of small lenses in 
front of the display. This 
splits light from the screen 
and sends it to nine points in 
front of the TV. If the viewer 
sits in one of these sweet 
spots they get the 3D illusion. 

The nine spots should en¬ 
able several family members 
to watch a 3D image at the 
same time. 

Similar technology is used 
in Nintendo's recently an¬ 
nounced 3DS handheld gam¬ 
ing device. The 3DS has a 
screen from Sharp and sends 
the image to just one spot — 
something that isn't a prob¬ 
lem with a handheld 

Toshiba unveiled the new 
TVs on the eve of the Ceatec 
electronics show. At the event 
the company is also demon¬ 
strating the same glasses-less 
technology on a 56-inch pro¬ 
totype TV. 


LONDON (AFP) - The 
world's first test tube baby 
said Monday she was "de¬ 
lighted" that Robert Edwards, 
the pioneering scientist who 
made her birth possible, has 
been awarded the Nobel 
Prize for Medicine. 

Louise Brown, in a joint 
statement with her mother 
Lesley, said: "It's fantastic 


news, me and mum are so 
glad that one of the pioneers 
of IVF (in vitro fertilisation) 
has been given the recogni¬ 
tion he deserves. 

"We hold Bob in great af¬ 
fection and are delighted to 
send our personal congratula¬ 
tions to him and his family at 
this time." 

Louise's birth in 1978 was 
the first to stem from the 
groundbreaking work of Ed¬ 
wards and Patrick Steptoe, a 
gynaecologic surgeon. 

She is now a mother her¬ 
self, having given birth by 
natural means. 

Although Edwards, now 
85, is too frail to give inter¬ 
views, his wife Ruth said the 
family was "thrilled and de¬ 
lighted" at the honour. 

"The success of this re¬ 
search has touched the lives 
of millions of people world¬ 
wide," she said. 

"His dedication and sin¬ 
gle-minded determination de¬ 
spite opposition from many 
quarters has led to successful 
application of his pioneering 
research." 

Edwards and Steptoe, who 
died in 1988, developed IVF 
technology in which egg cells 
are fertilised outside the body 
and implanted in the womb.

Russia unveils plan to ban 
public smoking by 2015 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
plans to cut its army of smok¬ 
ers — up to 80 percent of its 
men — with bans on advertis¬ 
ing and smoking in public 
places, it revealed in a policy 
statement posted Monday on 
the government website. 

’’Between 350,000 and 
500,000 people die in Russia 
each year as a result of con¬ 
suming tobacco,” said the 
hard-hitting policy statement, 
which was signed last month 
by Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin. 

Up to 80 percent of men 
smoke in some regions, and up 
to 47 percent of women, the re¬ 
port said. Smoking rates 
among women and minors 
have tripled in the last five 
years. 

The government plans to 
ban advertising and promotion 
of cigarettes from 2011 and to 
introduce a complete ban on 
smoking in enclosed spaces, as 
well as in ’’medical, sports and 
cultural institutions” by 2015. 

Tobacco advertising was 
banned on radio and television 
in 1996 but is prevalent in 


glossy magazines — including 
campaigns specifically aimed 
at young women — and in the 
metro, airports and rail sta¬ 
tions. 

Smoking is permitted in 
most bars and restaurants, 
which also sell cigarettes. 

Russia plans a ’’gradual in¬ 
crease” on taxes on tobacco to 
reach average European levels 
by 2015. It currently has some 
of the cheapest cigarettes in the 
world, at around 40 rubles 
(1.31 dollars) per pack. 

Taxes are now only five 
rubles per pack, but could rise 
to around 50 rubles by 2015, 
Dmitry Yanin, one of the strat¬ 
egy’s authors, was quoted as 
saying in Vedomosti business 
daily on Monday. 

The state statistics agency 
said in December that more 
than 17 percent of deaths in 
2009 were caused by smoking. 

Russia in 2008 ratified the 
World Health Organisation 
Framework Convention on To¬ 
bacco Control, signed by more 
than 100 countries since it was 
adopted in 2003.

Brain Stimulation Can Affect 
Which Hand You Favor 


In what might one day help 
victims of stroke and other 
brain injuries, researchers have 
found that the two sides of the 
brain instantaneously ’negoti¬ 
ate’ which hand to use for sim¬ 
ple manual tasks. 

That means, say the re¬ 
searchers, that before picking 
up a cup of coffee or pushing 
an elevator button, the right 
and left sides of the brain — 
each of which controls the op¬ 
posite appendage — decide 
which hand is best suited for 
the impending activity. 

”By understanding this 
process, we hope to be able to 
develop methods to overcome 
learned limb disuse,” study co¬ 
author Richard Ivry, a Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley, 
professor of psychology and 
neuroscience, said in a news 
release. 

The team’s observations 
stem from work with 33 right- 
handed volunteers, noting that 
although 80 percent of people 
are right-handed, most are able 
to use either hand to execute 
simple tasks that don’t require 
fine motor skills. 

All the participants allowed 
the posterior parietal cortex re¬ 


gion of their brains to be artifi¬ 
cially activated by so-called 
transcranial magnetic stimula¬ 
tion (TMS). 

By monitoring patient 
movement with a 3-D motion¬ 
tracking system and fingertip 
sensors, the authors found that 
after applying TMS to the left 
side of the right-handers’ brains 
(which controls the motor 
skills of the right side of the 
body), the participants favored 
the use of their left hand over 
their right. 

The authors said that it re¬ 
mains unclear why the brain 
engages in such a competitive 
decision-making process to 
begin with. But by doing this, 
’’you’re handicapping the right 
hand in this competition, and 
giving the left hand a better 
chance of winning,” study au¬ 
thor Flavio Oliveira, a Berke¬ 
ley postdoctoral researcher in 
psychology and neuroscience, 
noted in the journal news re¬ 
lease. 

This demonstrated that 
TMS can be effective at brain 
manipulation, an achievement 
that could ultimately be used to 
treat patients struggling with 
motor control.

American Express hit 
with US antitrust lawsuit 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US authorities yesterday filed 
a lawsuit against American Ex¬ 
press for allegedly imposing 
unfair restrictions on mer¬ 
chants that use its cards, the 
credit card company said. 

American Express is ac¬ 
cused of unfairly trying to pre¬ 
vent merchants from using 
other credit cards. 

"The government’s lawsuit 
claims that terms of American 
Express merchant contracts, 
which protect card members 
against discrimination and dis¬ 
ruption at the point of sale, vi¬ 
olate US antitrust laws," it said 
in a statement. 

The Justice Department had 
also reached settlements over 
similar charges with American 
Express rival MasterCard. 

"The terms of the settle¬ 
ment were announced late yes¬ 
terday," MasterCard spokes¬ 
man Jim Issokson told AFP in 
a statement.

Canada warns of drop in 
wheat, canola yields 


OTTAWA, Canada (AFP) - 
Canada is expecting a signifi¬ 
cant drop in wheat and canola 
production this year after cold 
and rain delayed seeding in its 
vast Western prairie provinces, 
Statistics Canada announced 
yesterday.

Wheat production in Mani¬ 
toba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta provinces is expected to 
fall 18.5 percent from last year 
to 20.0 million (metric) tons, 
while canola yields are to drop 
16.3 percent to 10.3 million 
tons, the government agency 
said. 

Nationwide, total wheat 
production is expected to fall 
to 22.2 million tons while 
canola falls to 10.4 million 
tons. 

The estimates are based on 
a September survey of 14,000 
Canadian farmers. Firm har¬ 
vest numbers are to be pub¬ 
lished in December. 

Total barley production is 
also expected to fall to 8.2 mil¬ 
lion tonnes, while soybean 
production is forecast to reach 
a new high of four million 
tonnes after rising steadily 
over the past three years.

"We have no intention of 
settling the case," AmEx chief 
executive Kenneth Chenault 
said.

"The government’s one¬ 
sided remedy would put more 
power in the hands of Visa and 
MasterCard, the networks that 
steadily increased prices for 
credit card transactions over 
the past decade, that control 
over 70 percent of the market 
and that have ten times as 
many cards as American Ex¬ 
press." 

AmEx shares sank four per¬ 
cent on the news. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
China stood firm yesterday on 
refusing to let the yuan appreci¬ 
ate as Europe sought a stronger 
global role with Asia’s emer¬ 
ging giants at a summit repre¬ 
senting more than half the 
world’s population. 

European Union leaders of¬ 
fered trade and diplomatic 
perks to Asian nations at the 
opening of a two-day Asia-Eu- 
rope Meeting of 46 nations 
while insisting on the need for 
the yuan to be revalued. 

But Chinese Premier Wen 
Jiabao, first non-EU speaker at 
the summit and indisputably the 
star guest of the talks, resisted 
international pressure. 

"We must work together to 
promote world economic 
growth," Wen said. "We should 
intensify macroeconomic pol¬ 
icy coordination, manage with 
caution the timing and pace of 
an exit strategy from economic 
stimulus and keep the exchange 
rates of major reserve curren¬ 
cies relatively stable." 

There was a quick response 
from the EU. "We believe the

yuan is totally under-valued," 
said a spokesman for Jean- 
Claude Juncker, the Luxem¬ 
bourg premier who also heads 
the eurozone finance ministers 
group. 

"This is contributing to 
global imbalances. We want 
China to assume its respons- 
abilities as a world power," 
Juncker’s spokesman Guy 
Schuller told AFP. 

Europe and the United 
States have butted heads with 
China over its currency, accus¬ 
ing Beijing of deliberately 
keeping the yuan artificially 
low to boost exports, causing a 
huge trade imbalance. 


Opening the two-day talks, 
European Union president Her¬ 
man Van Rompuy said: "the EU 
needs to look East. Not only in 
words but in facts." 

Among sweeteners held out 
to Asia are more voice on the 
world's political and economic 
stage and improved trade, in¬ 
cluding a historic free trade deal 
being signed with South Korea 
on Wednesday during two se¬ 
parate EU summits with Seoul 
and Beijing. 

China too was in the spot¬ 
light amid renewed tension be¬ 
tween Beijing and Tokyo over 
disputed islands in the East 
China Sea. 


World Bank warns food prices rising 
amid currency frictions 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
cent rises in food prices are 
once again weighing on some 
developing countries amid 
growing global currency fric¬ 
tions, World Bank president 
Robert Zoellick said yesterday. 

"For many developing coun¬ 
tries, the food crisis of2008 has 
never gone away. And recent 
prices are a serious cause for 
concern," Zoellick said in a 
conference call with reporters. 

Zoellick said the 187-nation 
development lender had rein¬ 
stated a fast-track financial aid 
program it had used to help 
countries cope with the 2007- 
2008 food crisis that wiped out 
years of development gains. 

"The rise in wheat prices 
over the last few months is af¬ 
fecting the price of other sta¬ 
ples due to the increased 
demand for substitutes. So 
we'll have to find a way to 
avoid food crises becoming the 
new normal," he said in a 
briefing ahead of annual mee¬ 
tings of the World Bank and 
the International Monetary 
Fund in Washington set to 
open Friday. 

Since July, international 
wheat prices have soared 60- 
80 percent and maize rose 
about 40 percent, according to 
recent UN Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization figures. 

Zoellick noted the gap be¬ 
tween slow economic growth 
in the developed world and fast 


growth in developing countries 
was causing distortions in 
global financial markets. 

"You've heard the warnings 
of currency wars," he said. 

"Money is chasing yield, it 
can't find those yields in deve¬ 
loped economies and this is not 
only pushing up currency va¬ 
lues in emerging and develo¬ 
ping countries, it's also pushing 
up the price of some assets with 
the risk of bubbles in property 
and some commodities." 

But questioned by a re¬ 
porter, Zoellick said he did not 
foresee the world moving into 
an "era" of currency wars, but 
noted the tensions add to the 
"overall sensitivity" as the glo¬ 
bal economy recovers from the 
worst recession since World 
War II. 

Meanwhile, the largest in¬ 
ternational group of financial 
institutions urged major econo¬ 
mies to take steps to improve 
policy cooperation, and de¬ 
cried what it saw as rising uni¬ 
lateralism that threatens global 
stability. 

The Institute of Interna¬ 
tional Finance, which groups 
the major banks of 70 coun¬ 
tries, said urgent action was 
needed to broker agreements 
on macroeconomic and ex¬ 
change-rate issues. 

"As countries struggle to 
cope individually with the lack 
of upward momentum in 
global growth — and in many 


cases unacceptably high unem¬ 
ployment — urgent action is 
needed to arrest the disturbing 
trend towards unilateral moves 
on macroeconomic, trade and 
currency issues," the IIF said 
in a letter to finance chiefs who 
will be meeting this week as 
part of the IMF's International 
Monetary and Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

"Today, these are more 
pressing than ever issues," 
Charles Dallara, the IIF man¬ 
aging director, told a news 
conference. 

"You see that in 2010, US, 
Japanese and Chinese imbal¬ 
ances on the current account 
have all moved again in the 
wrong direction. 

"If we continue on this path 
on unilateralism over multilat¬ 
eralism, we could end up in a 
state that is unstable," Dallara 
said.

Experience Aruba’s loveliest 
animals at the Donkey 
Sanctuary 



Around the world, tourists do 
a lot of site-seeing. That’s the 
way they learn about other cul¬ 
tures and their histories. Aruba 
offers a great sanctuary to lay 
in the sun and get a tan, but 
there is much more to this 
small island. Let’s talk about 
the Donkey Sanctuary Aruba. 

After the introduction of 
the automobile the donkeys 
were set free. Because many 
of them lost their habitat, 
(housing projects all over the 
island, heavy traffic), mistreat¬ 
ment and ignorance, the 
Aruban Donkey today is at the 
edge of extinction. 

On April 14, 1997 the foun¬ 
dation “Save our Donkey” was 
established. They started by 
gathering 13 donkeys who 
continuously crossed the main 
road at Pos Chiquito, endange¬ 
ring the heavy traffic and 
themselves. Nowadays the 
Donkey Sanctuary takes care 
of the donkeys at the sanctuary 
in Santa Lucia and the other 
donkeys are at the sanctuary 
located at the Frenchmen’s 
Pass. 

There are still some don¬ 
keys living in the wild. They 


live in groups of 2 to 16, be¬ 
cause a donkey can not be 
alone. They are the largest 
“wild animals” on Aruba, and 
are no problem at all, as long 
as they do not endanger traffic. 

The sanctuary provides 
food, shelter and medical care 
for these wild animals and 
helps them get back into na¬ 
ture. Families can visit and 
learn more about the Aruban 
donkeys and their habitat. 

There is also a donkey shop, 
where you can buy everything 
with donkeys on it, including 
T-shirts, pens, toys, books, 
paintings and also Christmas 
cards, very original and nice to 
send to family and friends. 

You can find the donkey 
sanctuary in the area of the 
Ayo Rock Formations. Follow 
the apple green signs and 
within 5 minutes you can pet 
the donkeys enjoying the hos¬ 
pitality of the sanctuary.

Father of the ’test tube 
baby’ Edwards wins 
Nobel Prize 



STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(AFP) - IVF pioneer Bob Ed¬ 
wards, who brought the joy of 
parenthood to millions of in¬ 
fertile couples, won the Nobel 
Prize for Medicine yesterday, 
more than three decades after 
the first test tube birth. 

In their first announcement 
of the annual prize season, the 
Nobel committee hailed the 
85-year-old Briton's work as "a 
milestone in the development 
of modem medicine" while the 
original test tube baby offered 
her congratulations. 

"It's fantastic news. Me and 
mum are so glad that one of the 
pioneers of IVF has been given 
the recognition he deserves," 
said Louise Brown. 

"We hold Bob in great af¬ 
fection and are delighted to 
send our personal congratula¬ 
tions to him and his family at 
this time." 

Her parents, Lesley and 
John, had been trying to have 
children for nine years but 
could not because Lesley 
Brown's fallopian tubes were 
blocked. 

But thanks to Edwards' 
work in developing in-vitro 
fertilisation (IVF), Louise was 
born at Oldham and District 
General Hospital in north-west 
England, weighing five pounds 
12 ounces (2.61 kilograms) on 
July 25, 1978. 

The IVF procedure entails 
taking an egg from a woman 
and fertilising it in a lab dish 
with sperm donated from a 
man. 

The egg divides, is allowed 
to develop into an early-stage 
embryo and is then inserted in 
the woman's uterus where, if 
all goes well, it will become a 
baby. 

After getting his doctorate 
in 1955 at Edinburgh Univer¬ 
sity, the Manchester-born Ed¬ 
wards then began working on 
developing the IVF process, 
first studying germ cells in an¬ 
imals. 

Since Brown's birth, nearly 
four million people have been 
bom through IVF. 

"His achievements have 
made it possible to treat infer¬ 
tility, a medical condition af¬ 
flicting a large proportion of 
humanity including more than 
10 percent of all couples 
worldwide," the Nobel Assem¬ 
bly at the Swedish Karolinska 
Institute said. 

Edwards is too frail to give 
interviews but his wife Ruth 
said the family was "thrilled 
and delighted" at the honour. 

Martin Johnson, professor 


of Reproductive Sciences at 
Cambridge University, where 
Edwards carried out his pio¬ 
neering research, also praised 
Edwards' determination in the 
face of controversy. 

"Bob's work has always 
been controversial but he has 
never shrunk from confronting 
that controversy," he said, call¬ 
ing the Nobel "long overdue." 

The European Society of 
Human Reproduction and Em¬ 


though famous people, includ¬ 
ing Nobel Prize winners, told 
me that I would have to do in¬ 
fanticide on the babies." 

Today, 20 to 30 percent of 
eggs fertilised by IVF lead to 
the birth of a child. 

"Long-term follow-up stud¬ 
ies have shown that IVF chil¬ 
dren are as healthy as other 
children," the Nobel jury said, 
pointing out that Louise 
Brown and a number of other

bryology (ESHRE), a repro¬ 
ductive science organisation 
that Edwards helped found, 
said his work had changed the 
field. 

"This is a proud day for 
ESHRE, and just reward for 
Bob whose pioneering work, 
often in the face of huge oppo¬ 
sition, has brought fulfillment 
to so many families," the or¬ 
ganisation said. 

Edwards has in the past 
however described how con¬ 
troversial his work had been. 

"I was called crazy," he told 
Swedish news agency TT five 
years ago. 

"No one wanted to take the 
ethical risk. People told me the 
child would not be normal and 
wondered what I would do 
then. But I was never worried, 
my research had showed that 
IVF worked just like natural 
conception," he said. 

Edwards worked closely 
with British gynecologist 
Patrick Steptoe, who died in 
1988. Together they estab¬ 
lished the Bourn Hall Clinic in 
Cambridge, the world's first 
centre for IVF therapy. 

After he won the presti¬ 
gious Albert Lasker award in 
2001, Edwards told US broad¬ 
caster CBS he and Steptoe 
"never thought the embryos 
would be bom abnormal, even 


IVF children have naturally 
given birth to children them¬ 
selves. 

"This is probably the best 
evidence for the safety and 
success of IVF therapy," the 
jury said. 

Edwards will receive a 
medal and 10 million Swedish 
kronor (1.49 million dollars, 
1.09 million euros). 

The Medicine Prize kicked 
off a week of prestigious 
award announcements, with 
the two most watched, Litera¬ 
ture and Peace, to be an¬ 
nounced on Thursday and 
Friday. 



Combat Dengue 
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Europe triumph in thrilling 
Ryder Cup finale

NEWPORT (AFP) - Europe 
defeated the United States to 
win the Ryder Cup here on 
Monday, prevailing by 14 1/2 
points to 13 1/2 in a thrilling 
contest to finally overcome a 
gutsy American fightback. 

US Open champion 
Graeme McDowell was the 
hero for the Europeans, hold¬ 
ing his nerve to close out a 
three and one victory over 
world number 16 Hunter 
Mahan amid joyous scenes at 
Celtic Manor. 

The victory avenged Eu¬ 
rope's defeat to the Ameri¬ 
cans at Valhalla two years 
ago and was witnessed by an 
estimated 35,000, fans who 
turned out in droves to see 
the first Monday finish in the 
history of the competition. 

"It means the world to us, 
the European Tour," jubilant 
Europe skipper Colin Mont¬ 
gomerie said. "I didn't hit a 
shot but I am so proud; so, so 
proud. 

"I had a great 12 players 
and I always knew that. I am 
very proud of all the players 
— they played magnifi¬ 
cently." 

The Europeans had started 
the day with a commanding 
three-point lead ahead of the

tween McDowell and Mahan. 

McDowell went two up 
with two to play after holing 
a sensational birdie putt on 
the par-four 16th that left him 
firmly in the driving seat. 

And when Mahan fluffed 
his chip onto the green at 17 
and could only bogey, the 
American conceded and the 
Ryder Cup was back in Euro¬ 
pean hands. 

The win was a triumph for 
the tactics of Montgomerie, 
who had deliberately chosen 
McDowell to anchor the host 
team's singles in order to 
have an experienced man on 
the course if it went to the 
wire.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Man¬ 
chester City midfielder Nigel 
de Jong has been dropped 
from the Dutch squad after 
breaking Hatem Ben Arfa's 
leg in a match against New¬ 
castle, Netherlands coach 
Bert van Marwijk announced 
on Monday. 

Van Marwijk has criticised 
de Jong for his aggressive 
play on a number of occa¬ 
sions, notably after recent 
friendly matches against 
Japan and Paraguay. 

The defensive midfielder 


was also widely considered 
fortunate to have escaped 
punishment for a chest-high 
foul on Xabi Alonso during 
the Netherlands' 1-0 defeat 
by Spain in the World Cup 
final in July. 

F rench international 
winger Ben Arfa was 
stretchered off following a 
heavy challenge by de Jong 
after four minutes of New¬ 
castle's 2-1 Premier League 
defeat at City on Sunday. 

Newcastle later announced 
that the 23-year-old, who is 
on loan from Marseille, had 
broken the tibia and fibula of 
his left leg and is therefore 
likely to miss much of the rest 
of the season. 

De Jong was not penalised 
for the challenge. 

The Netherlands take on 
Moldova on October 8 and 
Sweden on October 12 as 
part of their Euro 2012 qual¬ 
ifying campaign. 

De Jong's place in the 
Dutch squad has been taken 
by FC Twente's Wout 
Brama. 


Brown makes history 
as England qualify 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - Archer 
Danielle Brown became the 
first English Paralympian to 
compete at an able-bodied 
Commonwealth Games event 
on Monday. 

The 22-year-old finished 
14th in the Women's Individ¬ 
ual Compound event at the 
Yamuna Sports Complex in 
New Delhi. 

"It's pretty exciting, but I 
haven't made a big fuss over 
it," Brown said. 

"For me, I'm trying not to 
get over-excited because I 
don't want to put myself 
under any additional pres¬ 
sure." 

Brown suffers from reflex 
sympathetic dystrophy 
[RSD] which causes im¬ 
mense pain in her feet, and 
competes using a purpose- 
built stool. 

She won a gold medal at 
the 2008 Paralympics in Bei¬ 
jing and could be a medal 
chance in Delhi, but says for 
now she is just enjoying the 


experience. 

"It's fantastic, I love being 
part of the Games and part of 
the team," she said. "I love 
learning about other sports in 
the Games as well." 

Archery returns to the 
Games after a 28-year hiatus 
and, with the sport not featuring 
at Glasgow 2014, Brown said 
she was focused on making the 
most of her chance here. 

"I haven't competed in a 
major able-bodied event be¬ 
fore so it could well be an op¬ 
portunity of a lifetime," she 
said. 

The England team will be 
lining up for a shot at a medal 
in the Women's Team Com¬ 
pound event after Brown, 
Nicky Hunt and Nichola 
Simpson, secured the number 
two ranking behind Canada 
ahead of Wednesday's Team 
Elimination rounds. 

"I'm ranked at 14, and we 
were ranked second as a 
team. It's a really good place 
to be," Brown said.

The Giants captured the 
NL West title by beating San 
Diego 3-0 as Jonathan 
Sanchez and five relief pitch¬ 
ers combined on a four-hit 
shutout Sunday. 

Buster Posey put the ex¬ 
clamation point on the win 
with a lead-off homer in the 
eighth inning for the Giants 
who returned to the playoffs 
after a six-year hiatus. 

"We nailed it,” Giants out¬ 
fielder Pat Burrell said. ”It 
was looking like it was head¬ 
ing the wrong way. Our guys 
toughed it out." 

San Francisco lost the first 
two games of the season-con¬ 
cluding series, but are now in 
the playoffs for the first time 
since 2003. 


They'll play the wild-card 
Atlanta Braves on Thursday 
at AT&T Park in the playoff 
series opener with NL East 
winner Philadelphia squaring 
off against NL Central cham¬ 
pion Cincinnati in the other 
first-round best-of-five se¬ 
ries. 

Tampa Bay clinched the 
AL East when the World Se¬ 
ries champion New York 
Yankees lost at Boston 8-4. 

That sent the Rays back 
home to open the playoffs 
against Texas, while the wild¬ 
card Yankees will start their 
best-of-five series at Min¬ 
nesota. 

The AL champ will face 
the National League winner 
in the best-of-seven champi¬ 
onship World Series later this 
month. 

The postseason starts 
Wednesday in Tampa. The 
banged-up Braves visit Tim 
Lincecum and the Giants on 
Thursday.

Lincecum is well 
rested and ready to 
go for game one 
against the Braves. 

"We're probably 
not expected to do 
well," said Braves 
pitcher Tim Hudson. 

Braves 69-year- 
old manager Bobby 
Cox, who is retiring, 
is in the postseason 
again. Cox's Braves 
went 4-3 against the 
Giants this year. 

Cox guided At¬ 
lanta to 14 consecu¬ 
tive division titles 
from 1991-2005, but 
only one World Se¬ 
ries championship 
during that run. He 
and the Braves are 
back in the postsea¬ 
son after a four-year 
absence. 

The hapless 
Padres spoiled a 
chance to force a 
Monday playoff with 
the Giants at Petco 
Park to decide the 
West winner. The 
loser of that would 
have travelled to Atlanta to 
determine the wild card had 
there been a three-way tie. 

When Pa-dres Will Ven¬ 
able struck out swinging for 
the final out, Giants rookie 
catcher Posey ran out to 
closer Brian Wilson and they 
jumped together at the 
mound. The rest of the Giants 
mobbed them and crisp NL 
West champion shirts were 
quickly pulled on.

2 in 12 innings to finish at 96- 
66 to edge the Yankees by

East division title.
